Una Jean Minto was born 
on February 17, 1876, at the 
family home near Antioch. 
She was the daughter of

She was educated in Lake 
County schools and at the 
Rochester Academy in Ro- 
chester Academy in Roches- 
ter, Wis.: attended the Dixon 
Normal School in Dixon, 111., 
Bcloil College, and Chicago 
Theological Seminary, and 
University of Corimbra, Por- 
tugal.

Local businesses and 
professional men save their 
outgoing mail all day, to" 
dropped off on the- way 
home. The last-minute rush,' 
says Mr. Kufalk keeps post- 
office .personnel working at 
top speed right up to closing 
time.,- Extra help ..canX^bo. 
hired; to 'handle fills daily 
busy time, because the 'mini- 
mum for Which help can be 
hired is a two-hour rush. 

Another stumbling block 
in the post office is the mail 
with insufficient address. 
Mail carrying simply the ad- 
dressee's name and Antloch, 
111., is common, says Roy. -It 
slows down mail handling. 
Sometimes postofflce em- 
ployees look up the address, 
some Is returned to the send- 
er when the burden of work 
gets too heavy. 

To give you some idea of 
the growth of our local post- 
office, Roy points out that 37 
years ago, when he started 
to.,work at the Antioch post- 
office, the yearly receipt was 
$8,000. Receipts for 1063 
will go over $200,000.00, with 
a corresponding increase in 
incoming mail. 

And if you've wondered 
wiiy the introduction of the 
Zip Code,, there's a very 
sound reason for It, says Mr.

Four basic educational pro- 
grams should be supplied by 
the college, according to the 
Hooz-Allcn & Hamilton sur- 
vey. They arc: 

1. -A college transfer pro- 
gram. 

2. A two-year liberal arts 
program. 

3. A technical, semi-pro- 
fessional program. 

4. A part-time technical 
and general educational pro- 
gram. / 

Program for Transfer 
Srudenti 

Tiic college transfer pro- 
gram should provide a high- 
quality program fully equiv- 
alent to the first two years 
in better colleges, and uni- 
versities. Several fields of 
study should be offered. 

There are several advan- 
tages to the junior college 
plan for the transfer stu- 
dent. He is able to live at 
home, thus saving money. He 
does not have the difficult 
problem of adjusting to a 
new life all at once — leaving 



tending a much larger school 
than ho has before, meeting 
harder scholastic demands. 
Two-Year Couriet 

The two-year course which 
the college will offer will 
meet the needs of many who 
for various reasons do not 
wish to attend a four-year 
college. An important part 
of the program will be a two- 
year liberal arts course lead- 
ing to an associate in arts 
degree. 

One of the most urgent 
needs today is for persons 
possessing one to three years 
of education beyond high 
school in the technieal, semi- 
professional fields. Two year 
technical, scmi-profcsslonAl 
programs at the college will 
lead to Iwo-ycar associate de- 
grees in business or the 
sciences. In addition, short- 
er techui<J$courses will pre- 
pare students for employ- 
ment in skilled, semi-profes- 
sional occupations.

Murrie Raises 
Protest At 
Board Meeting 

Lloyd (Red) Murrie. Anti- 
och Township supervisory un- 
successfully protested the re- 
appointment of Dr. Robert 
Flynn of Park Forest as 
Lake County veterinarian at 
Monday's board meeting. 

Murric's protest was based 
on the fact that Dr. Flynn is 
not a Lake County resident, 
and the fact that he holds a 
job at Argonne Laboratories 
in addition to his county post, 
handling the job or veterinar- 
ian in his spare time. 

Murrie advanced tiie name 
of an Antioch resident as a 
candidate for the position 
held by Dr. Flynn. 

Murrie pointed out that 
the position pays $0,000 a 
year, a high salary for a part- 
time job. One-half of the 
salary is paid by Ihc county, 
one-half by the state. Flynn 
was first appointed to the 
post six years ago, more titan 
time enough, Murrie declared 
for him to move to Lake 
County. 

Tho work of the veterinar- 
ian consists mainly of 'inspec- 
tion or dairy herds and meat 
animals to insure that they 
are free of disea.se. 
. Supervisor Robert Depkc 
suggested that the posts of 
rabies control officer and 
veterinarian be combined. 

.The county board voted In 
reduce the term of office of 
tho veterinarian from two 
years to one year, giving a 
committee a chance to inves- 
tigate the possibility of com- 
bining the two jobs. In the 
meantime, Flynn was. re- 
appointed. 

The board also discussed 
the possibility of a three-day 
Thanksgiving holiday f o r 
county employees. The sug 
gestion was voted 
County offices wijl be open 
as usual on Friday and Satur- 
day after Thanksgiving.

The mission, which Includ- 
ed businessmen, bankers and 
shipping experts, had three 
goals, to increase expoit 
activity in Illinois, to point 
out the shipping advantages 
of using the St. Lawrence 
Seaway and the Illinois In- 
land Waterway, and to pro- 
mote tourism. We were suc- 
cessful on all three counts. 

The story of the trade mis- 
sion really began early in my 
administration when I ap- 
pointed an IIHnois^-eoimnit- 
tee for Trade Expansion un- 
der the chairmanship of Mr. 
William Blackic of Peoria, 
president of the caterpillar 
Tractor Co. 

The committee, 'the first 
and still the only group of its 
khul in any slate, immedi- 
ately began working on plans 
lo send .an official trade mis- 
sion to Europe, something no 
state had ever done. II 
worked with such private or- 
ganizations as the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry and such govern- 
mental agencies as tho Illi- 
nois Board of Economic De- 
velopment in setting up the 
trip. 

We were well satisfied at 
the end of the mission that 



it will bolster our position 
as the number one export 
state iti the nation. Only 15 
per cX*nt or our industries ex- 
port their products. We feel 
that iT we can boost that fig- 
ure to 2R per cent, we can 
create a quarter of a million 
new jobs in Illinois to luck 
on to the hall' a million that 
already exist due lo foreign 
trade. 

The trade mission was the 
first step along that road. 
The 711 members of the mis- 
sion, in addition to securing 
new contracts and laying the 
groundwork for future busi- 
ness, demonstrated to other 
Illinois businessmen that 
there are untapped possibili- 
ties in foreign trade. Many 
have already said they intend 
to begin or step up their ex- 
ports: • - 

Increased exports are im- 
portant not only to our slide, 
but to the Midwest and the 
United Stales, another rea- 
son we were so pleased with 
I he success of the trade mis- 
sion. President Kennedy, in 
seeing us off, said he hoped 
other states would follow our 
example and help remedy the 
unfavorable balance of pay- 
ments that this country has 
faced in recent years. 

As the President put It: 

"You are going not only on 

your own business, but on 
the nation's business."

Waxing floors is always a 
job, but you can make sure 
you get best results, phis bet- 
ter - looking, longer - lasting 
floors. Just choose the wax 
best suited to your flooring 
material and equipment 
available. Use paste wax on 
wood floors (especially if 
very worn or very new). 
Never use paste on tile. Liq- 
uid cleaning/polishing waxes 
are mostly all-purpose, ex- 
cept for tile. But careful! 
They both tend to yellow 
light floor coverings. 

Use self-polishing waxes on 
light-colored floors and tile; 
on others (including wood) 
only when finish is in good 
condition. Never use on 
worn floors or those not 
water-tight (unseated cork, 
concrete, etc.). Use buffablo 
typo with a floor polisher; 
the non-scuff type without. 

Make an attractive plant 
holder for narrow window 
sills by attaching a curtain 
rod to frame. It should 
cross window at a level that 
hits pots about midway, so 
plants can't fall or tip over..
